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. Farm Facilities 


A recent report of the Dom- 
inion Bureau 6 Statistivs ‘based 
on data obtained in the Tak 
census contains information 
in the matter of farm facilities 
and conveniences which. will 
probably not receive as mnch 
publicity as other information 
obtained by the enumerators 
but which, nevertheless, is .of 
considerable pigniticance to per- 
sons interested in Canadian ag- 
riculture. The report summar- 
izes the number of automobiles, 
trucks, tractors, threshing ma- 
chines and other important ma- 
chines possessed by farmers to- 
gether with a record of farm 
facilities or conveniences found 
in the homes, 

From it we learn that there 
were 321,306 automobiles on the 
827,623 farms in Canada; about 
eighteen thousand farms re- 
ported more than one car, There 
were 48,402 trucks. 105.059 trac- 
tors, 75,560 threshing machines 
and 8,925 combines. Electric 
motors numbering 17,626 were 
found on 14,538 farms.” 

In the matter of home con- 
veniences it was found that the 
telephone was the most popu- 
lar of those recorded; one farm 
in 3-11 hés a telephone as 
against one farm in each 6.8 
having a radio, Appromixately 
one farm in ten has either elec- 
tric or gas lighting while one

Coalition Governments. 


The question of coalition, or union, governments has been brought very 
forcibly to the attention of the people throughout the Western provinces of 
Canada within recent months. There is undoubtedly a very considerable body 
of public opinion which favors the reorganization of governments at the 
present time upon a non-partizan basis,—that is, the formation of cabinets 
of ministers inclusive of representatives of all existing political parties, with 
the strongest men chosen from each to constitute the Government. 


But the average elector has but a hazy idea as to how this can be 
brought about. Many people entertain the view that all present parties 
are equally responsible if such coalitions are not effected. If an official 
offer of coalition is made by the head of the Government in office, and it is 
rejected by the other party, or parties, then, of course, the latter must ac- 
cept full responsibility for their decision. There is, however, only one person | 
in each Province who can take the initial step leading to coalition. That is 
the Prime Minister. | 


Under the British system of pariiamentry government the King, or his 
representative, invites the leader of the party having a majority in the House 
of Commons, or Legislature, as the case may be, to form a Government. He 
becomes Prime Minister. It is then his sole prerogrative to select his own 
ministers. He may consult as many people as he chooses, but he, and he 
alone, names his ministers. Nobody else has any rights in the matter, 
except, of course, that such ministers must be approved by the people them- | 
selves by election to the Legislature, Having chosen his ministers, the Prime 
Minister alone can demand their resignation from the Government. 


It was Premier Ramsay MacDonald who proposed the formation of a} 
National Government in Great Britain; it was Premier Sir Robert Borden | 
who proposed Union Government in Canada during the war in 1917; it was | 
Premier Bracken who proposed coalition in Manitoba this year; it 
Premier Tolmie who recently proposed coalition in British Columbia. Nobody | 
but the Prime Minister has any right to do so. For a leader of an opposi- | 
tion party to propose coalition would be to infringe on the prerogatives of 
the Prime Minister.

Once a Prime Minister does propose coalition to the leaders of other | 
parties then a large measure of the responsibility for the realization.of such 
a form of administration is shifted on to their shoulders, and it becomes a 
joint responsibility of all to so compromise their differences as to make a) 
union of their forces effective. | 


Coalitions in the past, both in Canada and elsewhere throughout the 
Empire, have been brought about in times of emergency in order to carry 
through certain policies deemed by all in the interests of the country but 
which it would be extremely difficult, if not impossible, for a government 
representative of only a section of the people,—even of a majority of them, | 
—to do by itself. Therefore, when coalitions are formed the exact nature 
of the emergency to be met, and the policies by which it is to be met, must | 
of necessity be clearly stated, and it is on the basis thus set out that coali- 
tion takes place. This was true in the case of the present National Govern- 
ment in Great Britain, and also when Union Government was formed in 
Canada to win the war and enforce conscription. : 


In fact when any two persons join forces to bring about any given result | 
a party is formed, and the same is true when two persons unite to oppose | 
any given policy or line of action. In fact, coalitiohs become necessary when, 
because of a multiplicity of parties, no one party can command a majority | 
and thus form a Government, Coalitions, therefore, are not the solution of | 
the party system, and it would appear that there will continue to be parties 
just so long as everybody does not think, see and act alike on public 
questions. 


Finally, a coalition government is not created through a joining of | 
forces by a few individuals, but a union of parties. Only by a merger of | 


aga for a given purpose can the required strength be given to a coalition. | 
me or two individuals might enter a Government to add strength to that | 
Government, but it would not be a coalition, Parties must unite to bring | 


about a coalition.

Health and School

sonal cleanliness, A warm 
bath twice a week, undercloths 
and stockings changed frequen- 
tly, teeth brushed at least 
twice a day—after breakfast 
and before going to bed—-hands 
washed before every meal, 
Plenty of sleep, so that the 
child is properly rested, can be 
secured only through having 
a regular bed-time which allows 
the required hours for sleep be- 
fore itis time to get up and 
prepare for school, 

Meals should be served at 
régular hours, After washing 
his hands the child comes to 
the table. The child requires 
a variety of food, and because 
he is growing and active, he 
needs a good deal of energy 
and body-building foods, The 
selection of proper foods is the 
duty of the mother The atti- 
tude of. the parents towards 
food will have a great influ- 
ence on the children, If father 
will not eat this or that he 
need not expect the children 
todo so, They will follow his 
habits—not his advice or orders, 

The healthy school child is 
naturally active and will not 
need to be urged to play. He 
will need some supervision, so 
that he does not overdo the 
play and forget that there is 
a regular bedtime. It is im- 
portant that children get up 
early enough to wash, and to 
eat and enjoy their breakfast 
Breakfast should be given just 
as inuch attention as any other 
meal. A regular bowel move- 
ment daily is anecessary health 
habit. The child’s activities 
must not be allowed to interfere 
with toilet habits, which de- 
pend more.upon the regularity 
than anything else.
